This is the precinct whose officers, 
Willfam Gamache, Ernest Von Stade 
and John Sullivan are to Nave a hearing 
Saturday on the charge of making false 
returns of the ballots cast. 

New Reasons Urged. 

The position is taken that the pro- 
ceeding differs from the one in which 
application was made to Circuit Judge 
Allen in that there was then no crimi- 
nal prosecytion pending. Then they 
were wanted for an investigation. Now 
they are wanted as evidence. Circuit 
Attorney Sager is confident that he 
will be able to show that under these 
circumstances the boxes should be 
opened. 

Evidence of fraud at the recent pri- 
inary election continues to grow as 
the canvassers appointed by Circuit 
Attorney Sager go through the Gis- 
tricts where most of the fratidulent 
votes are believed to have been cast.

Moved Two Years Ago.

Judge Ferriss’ refusal to run has put 
the Howe organization in an unpleasant 
position, as its candidate must be select- 
ed with haste. The law provides that all 
declarations of senatorial candidacy 
must be filed with the Secretary of 
State not later than Sept. 4. 

Spencer Considers Race.

Memocrat, was the original choice of 
the Howe organization for the place. 

Howe says Capt. King has recent- 
ly decided not to become a candidate, 
because it would interfere with his edi- 
torial ‘duties.

Former Cabinet Member 
Passes Away at His Home 
in Madison, Wis. 


MADiSON, Wis., Aug. 27.—Col. Wil- 
liam I’. Vilas died at his home here at 
10:45 this morning, after an illness of 
several weeks. 

Mr. Vilas was stricken with cerebral 
hemorrhage July 20, and at the time it 
was thought he -would live but a few 
hours. He did not rally, but he re- 
mained alive, and for days his death 
was hourly expected. He was wncon- 
scious most of the time, though occa- 
sionally he seemed to recognize those 
about him. 4 

At no time since his illness began was 
there any hope of recovery. Paralysis 
followed the cerebral hemorrhage and 
soon his entire left side was affected. 
Gradually the paralysis spread. Nour- 
ishment was administered and physi- 
clans were constantly in attendance, 
but they realized from the first that 
death was inevitable. The wonder was 
that he survived so long. 

Was a Native of Vermont. 

William F. Vilas, former Postmaster- 
General, Secretary of the Interior, and 
United States Senator, was 68 years 
old on July 9. He was born in Chel- 
sea County, Vt., in 1840. He moved 


with his parents to Wisconsin in 1851, 
and early began the study of law. In 
1869, when only 19 years old, he was 
admitted to the Wisconsin bar and 
practiced before the State Supreme 
Court when only 20. 

When the Civil War broke out Vilas 
went into the army. He served 
throughout the war and rose to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel of the 
Twenty-third Wisconsin Infantry. 
After the war Vilas resumed the prac- 
tice of law, declining a place on the 
State Supreme bench. Later he was 
elected to the Legislature, resigning 
in. 1884 to serve in President Cleve- 
land’s first Cabinet as Postmaster- 
General. Later he resigned this port-

PES IN CITY 
BEING CLEANED 


Novel Means Is Used to Re- 
move Accumulations in 
Broadway Mains. 





The work of cleaning 800 feet of the 
oldest water main in St. Louis, a 10-inch 
pipe extending from Biddle street to 
Chouteau avenue-utider Broadway, was 
begun Wednesday afternoon. 

The process is one which never has 
been tried here and if it proves suc- 
cessful Water Commissioner Adkins will 
ask.a special appropriation to clean 
Similarly other mains in the downtown 
district, where sediment and incrusta- 
tions have decreased the carrying ca- 
pacity of the pipes. The cost pf clean- 
ing is 24 cents a foot. 

At the point where the cleaning com- 
mences the maif is opened and a float 
attached to a rope is dropped into the 
pipe. 

Water's Force Causes Action, 

To the upstream end of the rope is 
attached a revolving spindle, fitted with 
Knives‘ and sharp teeth. The force of 
‘Ne water as it sweeps through the main 
is Sufficient to cause this spindle to re- 
volve at a rapid rate, and the knives 
awd teeth thoroughly scour the inner 
surface of the pipe. 


At the end of the pipe which is to be 
cleaned the main is opened again and 
the float and the cleaner are taken out. 
Tbe pipe is tapped at various points 
and the loosened accumulation cut out 
by the knfves is drained into the street. 

The Broadway main nominally is 10 
inches in diameter, but the actual diam- 
eter, because of accumulations, {s now 
only 6 inches. When the pipe is cleaned 
tle water supply in the downtown dis- 
trict will be greatly increased In volume 
and pressure.

Sutton E. Griges Book 
Would Forbid Marriage of 
Dark Men and Women. 








HE FAVORS PREJUDICE 





Suggests That Blacks Should 
Be Made to Hate Their 
Color. 





If light negroes would marry lighter 
negroes, and all the dark negroes would 
refrain from marrying and permit their 
line to become extinct, the race problem 
would be solved. So thinks Sutton E. 
Griggs, negro author—or, at least, so 
urges most insistently, one of the char- 
acters in his book ‘‘Pointing the Way.” 
The book is being read by many St. 
Louls negroes, following its author’s ap- 
pearance as a lecturer in a local negro 
Baptist church. It is published in Nash- 
ville by the Orion Co. 

Here are some paragraphs from the 
book containing this theory: 

“Let us multiply the burdens of the 
colored people until the maternal in- 
stinct within the race becomes saturated 
with the idea that there is no hope for 
the colored people as such. 

Favors Arousing Prejudice. 

‘‘We can heat the race so hot with 
the fires of prejudice that, without be- 
ing conscious of it, it will turn against 
its own color. The black man will avoid 
marrying the black woman, and the 
black woman the black man. 

cree of nature will go forth 
through the process of natural selec- 
tion, the race must be whitened. 

“Let us continue to drive the black 
man and the black woman, as possible 
mates, farther and farther apart. Cre- 
ate such conditions that the whole negro 
race will rue the day it was made black. 
Sear this thought into their souls; write 
it in the marrow of their bones. Do 
this, and through the white man, the 
weak negro woman and the tendency 
of the race so to marry as to lighten 
its hue, we will eventually be rid of the 
hated color, black. 

*“‘Don’t make life easier for the colored 
race, and thus perpetuate the blacks as 
blacks. Make it harder. Give a colored 
man the same rights as a white man, 
and what incentive has he to desire to 
be white?’

Whether these are really the author’s 
sentiments the book does not make 
clear. The passages quoted appear in 
the book as an anoymous letter. The 
things the beok does openly urge for the 
betterment ef the negro’s condition, are 
chiefly political. 

The author would have all disfran- 
chisement laws dene away, would have 
negroes admitted to all branches of pub- 
lic service, and would have politicians 
quit talking about, the supposed on 
of negro domination. 

The heroine of ths book, Eina Spores 

(Mr. Griggs must have named some of 
his characters after sleeping cars), is a 
beautiful Beston girl of ‘‘mixed Spanish 
and Indian’’ descent, and is so dark that 
her first visit to the Seuth raises the 
question whether she is a white or a 
negress. She is in the Southern town 
as the guest of Clotille Strange, a gir] 
of unmistakable negro blood. 
Seth Molair, a young white lawyer of 
a leading family, meets Hina and urges 
her, while there is time, to cut loose 
from her negro friends and enter white 
society. He does not cenceal a personal 
motive in making the request. 

White Girl Classed as Negro. 

She hesitates, through her attachment 
to her hostess, and her growing admira- 
tien for Baug Peppers, a light negre, of 
remarkable mentality. Her hesitatien 
causes her status as a negro to become 
fixed. 

An aunt of Clotille, who holds the 
theery of face bleaching before men- 
tioned, has forbidden Clotille to marry 
@ man darker than herself. She wants 
the girl to marry Baug, but there is ne 
leve between them, and Eina’s coming 
relieves the situation and leaves Cletille 
free to receive the attentions of Conroe, 
a dark negro youth. 

Molair is elected Mayor, appoints ne- 
groes to office and arouses the better 
negrees te clean up their section of the 
city in both sanitary and moral ways. 
Conree, whom Clotilla has married in 
the face of her aunt's oppositien, is 
made captain of a negro fire engine 
company and leses his life in a heroic 
effort te save a building. 

Girl Tests Disfranchi ent. 
Meantime Eina, who is given to phile- 
sophic discourses on race problems, has 
worked out a plan to test thé “grand- 
father” disfranchisement laws. “Uncle 
Jack,” a shrewd, illiterate negro, is 
made the instrument for a demand for 
the ballot, and his arrest at the polls 
ls made the basis of an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

In the closing scenes ef the book Baug 
argues the negre’s .cause befere the 
Supreme Court at Washington, and is 
nearly overcome when Eina, who filed 
from the South after a misunderstanding 
ever his supposed engagement to Clo- 
tille, enters the courtroom. She is dis- 
guised as the wife ef the Chinese Minis- 
ter, but Baug’s eyes penetrate the dis- 
guise. 

The beok neglects te report the court’s 
decision, but leaves the reader ne doubt 
that Baug and Hina reached an under- 
Standing and were married. 

One chapter in the book describes an 
Interview between Mayor Molair and the 
President of the United States. The 
President is queted as declaring that the 
negro deserves an equal chance in a 
Darwinian struggle for the survival of 
the fittest. Molair has no ebjection to 
this program, but convinces the Presi- 
dent that party platforms should be 
more sincere, even if less prefuse, in

Who Tells of Boasts by 
Hains’ Victim.

YACHT CLUB DEFENDED 

Maj. Hains Declares Captain 

Caught Wife Telephoning 
to Annis. 








———

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—A feature of 


today’s developments in the Hains- 
Annis tragedy was the positive state- 
ment by Coroner Ambler that no re- 
volver was found in Annis’ clothes in 
his locker at the yacht club after the 
shooting. The new witness discovered 
by the defense, whose remarkable story 
of Annis’ boasts of his conquest of Mrs. 
Hains was published yesterday, laid 
particular emphasis on the display made 
by Annis of his magazine revolver, with 
which he said he would shoot the cap- 


tain on sight. 

“T have made inquiries of many of the 
club membefs,”’ said the Coroner, ‘‘and 
all insist that Annis never spoke of car- 


rying a revolver. I am convinced that 


District Attorney Darrin declared with 
equal positiveness that Annis was not 
in the habit of carrying a revolver. He 
asked why the “‘mysterious new witness 
sprung by the defense” was not willing 
to give his name, and said he doubted 
that the witness would be produced at 
the trial. 


Prepared to Refute It, 
“The whole thing leoks like an effort 


on the part of the defense to drum up 
sentiment for Capt. Hains: and his 
brother,”’ said Darrin. ‘I am prepared 
to refute any sort of evidence along 
that line.” : 

C. L. Weaver of Bayside Park, one of 
the witnesse. of the murder sald: 

“The Bayside Yacht Club is a most 
respeciahkje family organization. I wil 
say for Annis that the assertion that 
he was a heavy drinker of absinthe, is 


entirely wrong. He never drank much. 
His conversation was not uncouth and 
I never heard him speak of women in 
the manner indicated by the witness 
the defense claims to have dug up.” 
Capt. Peter C. Hains Jr. will be pic- 
tured at his trial for the murder of Wil- 
liam E. Annis as a half madman the 
night he heard from his wife’s lips her 
alleged confession of intimacy with An- 
nis. 

This was disclosed by Maj. Powel 
Hains, brother of the murderer, as he 
departed for Chicago. It wil! be testi- 
fied that Capt. Hains picked his wife 
up in his arms, kissed her, wept over 
her, placed her upon a couch, and then 
knelt at her side, his head buried in 
his hands. 

“My darling, my poor, misguided dar- 
ling,”’ he cried, according to Maj. Hains, 
"| cannot believe it.” 

The defense will maintafn that from 
the time of his wife's confession the 
Captain was a changed mun, that he 
acted as though in a daze. 


Wife Caught at Telephone. 
Maj. Hains also said that Capt. Hains, 


on the night of May 27, when he invited 
Annis to take the automobile ride as an 
indication that he did not believe the 
stories told of his wife, had caught her 
talking with Annis by telephone. The 
Captain made no mention of ft at the 
time, but later took it as added evidence 
of her guilty conduct. 

“The first intimation my brother had 
of any misconduct on the part of his 
wife,” said Maj. Hains, “was when he 
reached San Francisco in the latter part 
of May. On the train my brother did not 
sleep a wink. 

“Peter hurried over to the fort and 
found his wife sitting on the stoop of 
his quarters with the wives of other 
officers. in an excited tone he asked 
her to step inside and told her what he 
had heard. When she threw her arms 
around him and denied it all, Peter, in 
au excess of joy, forgave her. . 
**"We will have Annis over to dinner 
and then go out for a drive,’ said Peter. 
‘T’'ll show them that 4 don't believe this 
stuff." Mrs. Hains went to the tele- 
phone and remaiped talking with Annis 
for 16 minutes. Peter, becoming impa- 
tient, went to see what was keeping 
her. She became confused. 

“Peter took the telephone receiyor 
from her and asked Annis if he was go- 
Ing to come to the dinner. Mra, Hains 
had apparently not mentioned the din- 
ner, and Annis made an evasive angwer. 
Capt. Hains, his wife and Annis, went 
on the drive. Mrs. Anuis was not with 
them. When Annis left that night it 
was the last time Peter saw him until 
at the Bayside Yacht Club the day of 
the shooting. o

Already a good many branch- 
es are organized in St. Louls. In other 
branches, further educational work is 
necessary. 

“Union men, perhaps. have not en- 
couraged the organization of women 
workers as much as they should have 
done. Employers are, of course, op- 
posed to it, because it means higher 
wages and improved conditions of em- 
ployment. In some industries where the 
women have organized they are getting 
the same wages as men. In others they 
are still discriminated against, although 
doing the same work as men. 


Predicts Servants’ Unio 
“The servant girl's union 2 Peers to 


come. Already there is a movement in 
that direction. I have received com- 
munications from representatives of 
that class of workers asking for infor- 
mation about organization. 

“The need is as great, if not greater, 
for organization among servant girls as 
among girls employed in other lines 
of work. There are inequalities of 
hours and conditions that need correct- 
ing. While, as a rule, the wages re- 
ceived by servants in St. Louis are 
fairly good, considering that board is 
included, this is not true of all of 
them. é 

“Conditions are chiefly oppressive in 
regard to hours. Most servants work 
night and day and only get off one 
afternoon and one evening a week. If 
they were organized, these conditions 
would be corrected.” P 

The extension of trade unionism 
among women workers is one of the 
things promoted by the National Wom- 
an’s Trade Union League and one of 
the things in whieh Miss Hennessy is 
deeply interested. She has been iden- 
tified with trades unionism for six years 
and was a delegate last year to the 
first national league conference, and 
took an active part in the delibera- 
tions. She is a member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union. 

All women’s unions affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor are eli- 
gible to membership in the league and 
representation at the annual confer-. 
ences, which are also attended by 
“allies,” as persons interested in the 
welfare of working women are called.

ESTATE FOR A 


St. Louisans Plan to Convert 
Place Into Ideal Game 
Preserve. 


A $250,000 fishing and hunting club is 
being organized by citizens of St. Louis 
and vicinity. The chub will own 5000 
acres of land in the Ozarks, the largest 


have a proprietary interest in two rivers 
that abound with game fish. 

The plan is to make it the finest pri- 
vate pleasure resort in the United 
States and ultimately develop the prop- 
erty into a park that will be to Missouri 
what the Yellowstone’ Park is to the 
nation. 

The club js the Ha-Ha-Tonka Fish 
and Game Park Assoclation. ‘ It ig the 
outcome of a plan formed by R. M, 
Snyder, the Kansas.City magnate who 
was killed in an automobile accident 
about two years ago. Snyder, who was 
worth millions, conceived the idea of 
oan get a country home that would 
equal anything in Europe, in point of 
luxury, and at the same time nary ap- 
portunities for sport not to be enjoyed 
outside of America. 

Palace in Widernens. 

He purchased a large tract in the 
Ozarks seven or eight years ago and 
set about building a palace in the wil- 
derness. The tract included Ha-Ha- 
Tonka Springs and lake and river, and 
much of the land through which the 
Nianga River flows in Camden County. 

On it he had erected a castle of stone 
taken from quarries on the property. 
Then he built a combination garage and 
stable, with accommodations for eight 
horses, four cows and five automobiles. 
All of the material used in the con- 
struction of the buildings was taken 
from the grounds. He had new ro 
constructed, and was proceeding to 
convert the place into an earthly para- 
dise when he was beset with troubles 
which . brought his name before the 
public in various Ways. 

After his sudden death a number of 
wealthy St. Louls men acquired options 
on the Snyder holdings and also on ad- 
jacent property, until they now control 
5000 acres of the most picturesque land 
in the Ozarks, as well as the finest fish- 
ing and hunting grounds in Missouri, if 
not in the United States. Their plan 
is to make the place the ideal one of 
its kind in the world. The membership 
is limited to #0 members. The mem- 
bers will pay yearly dues and be en- 
titled to all the privileges of the place 
for. themselves and their families. 


Fortune Already Expended, 


Snyder spent $100,000 on the place, and 
other improvements on it are figured to 
amount to $30,000. In addition to the 
buildings, there are several acres of 
hothouses, a frame hotel. a general 
store, a postoffice and a grist mill and 
a lumber mill. The mills are operated 


by water power. 

The leading spirit in the new club Is 
Herman Stifel, who is an ardent sports- 
man, and a firm believer in truth of 
Bayard Taylor’s statement that he had 
traveled all over the world and found 
the most beautiful .scenery in the 
Ozarks. 

“It is the Switzerland of America,” 
said Mr. Stifel, ‘‘and it beats Switzer- 
land in many ways. The fishing in Ha- 
Ha-Tonka Lake and river is great. 
There are rainbow trout there that 
weigh as much as 15 pounds. I have 
seen specimens that weighed over 
eight. 

“In the Nianga River, the famous bed 
of which passes through the property, 
is one of the best: small-mouthed bass 
streams in the country, and crappie are 
abundant. There are wild turkeys, 
deer, squirrels, guall, rabbits, coons, 
opossums and gray and red foxes in 
the woods.

PARISHIONERS TESTIFY. 





They Say. He Was Frequent 
Companion of Teacher Be- 
fore Her Death.

Dispatch. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Aug. 27.—The Rev. 
Clyde W. Gow of Troy, Mo., on trial 
here before an ecclesiastical jury of the 
Missouri conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, as the result 
of the deathbed statement of Miss Liz- 
zie Gleason of Elsberry, Mo., contends 
in his defense that Miss Gleason's 
death was due to natural causes rather 
than to an operation which she said 
just before she died he had induced Dr. 
W. A. Hemphill of Elsberry to per- 
form. 

That this is the defense developed 
when Dr. George E. Prewett, Coroner 
of Lincoln County, took the stand for 
the defense late last night and swore 
that Miss Gleason died from peritonitis 
superinduced by appendicitis. 

Before Dr. Prewett took the stand the 
attorneys for the defense closely ques- 
tioned the medical witnesses for the 
protecution, who testified that Miss 
Gleason died from an unlawful opera- 
tion. 

Miss Gleason died last February at 
her mother’s home in Elsberry. Rev. 
Mr. Gow was pastor of the church at 
Elsberry and Miss Gleason’ taught 
school at Eolia, a‘nearby town. She 
was & granddaughter of the founder of 
Elsberry. Oe ON 5 See 

Rev. Mr. Gow is now under indict- 
ment tn the Criminal Court at Troy, ac- 
cused of being responsible jointly with 
Dr. Hemphill for Miss Gleason’s death. 
His trial before the ecclesiastical jury, 
if it ends in a verdict of guilty, can re- 
sult in no more than his unfrocking. 
The verdict will be announced to the 
conference which will remain in session 
until the trial ends. 


Minister Frequent Escort, 
Testimony for the prosecution has been 


that Miss Gleason died of an operation 
and that in her dying statement she 
named Rev. Mr. Gow and Dr. Hemphill 
and that Rev. Mr. Gow was friendly 
with Miss Gleason and that he fre- 
quently visited her. One witness stated 
that he often accompanied her heme 
from church. Miss Gleason and Gow 
reached the house where she was board- 
ing more than thirty minutes after 
others had returned from church, this 
witness said. 

The testimony in the trial of Dr. W. 
A. Hemphill, convicted of performing the 
operation which resulted in Miss Glea- 
son’s death and sentenced to serve three 
years in the Penitentiary, was read to 
the jury. .The testimony before the 
Coroner’s jury was also read. 

Rev. Mr. Gow’s attorney made vigor- 
ous protests against the introduction of 
this evidence, but Was overruled by the 
Rev. R. H. Cooper of Fayette, the pre- 
siding officer. 

An affidavit by Mrs. Gleason, the girl's 
mother, was read to the jury. It is gub- 
stantially the same as her testimony in 
the Hemiphill trial. Mrs. Gleason said 
her daughter had been ill for several) 
days and that she did not know ex- 
actly what was the matter with her 
until a few hours before her daughter's 
death, when the young woman called her 


Says Daughter Admitted Wrong. 
She said her daughtér admitted wrong- 


doing and named Rev. Mr. Gow. She 
had been taken to Dr. Hemphill for 
treatment, she said, and as a result of 
an operation she did not expect to live. 

Dr. J. W. Bailey of Elsberry, who tes- 
tifled at the inquest, st Min an afa- 
davit read before the e¢ iesiastical jury, 
that Miss Gleason's death was due to an 
illegal operation. 

Other affidavits submitted were py 
Judge W. H. Baskett of Elsberry, J, H. 
MoGhee, W. L. Shuck, J. H. Easton, Mr. 
and Mrs. B. F. Green, Jesse Green and 
8S. J. Omahundro. 

All testified to seeing Rev. Gow ana 
Miss Gleason together frequently. 

B. F. Green and wife of Eolia, where 
Rev. Gow preached twice each month, 
testified Wednesday for the prosecution. 
Miss Gleason taught school in EKolla and 
lived at the Green home. 


Gtrl Wrote to Gow, 
“The Rev. Mr. Gow was pastor cf my 


church,” said Mr. Green on the stand, 
“and when he was in Eolia he frequent. 
ly made my house his headquarters. 
Miss Gleason boarded there and they 
Were very much in each vother’s com- 
pany. He came to Eolia twice 
month. 

During all the time Miss Gleason 
boarded there I never noticed anything 
improper in the conduct of the two 
young people. On one occasion that I re- 
member they returned home from 
church together. 

“Other members of the family came in 
nearly an hour before they returneg to 
the house.” 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Green testified that 
Mis& Gleason was sick for a week while 
she lived with them. The nature of the 
illness was described. Tiiey aigo said 
Miss Gleason frequently wrote letters t 
the Rev. Mr. Gow. .

Committee 
of Management, of which he 
was a member at the time of 
his death. 

His thorough and _  aceurate 
knowledge of both the theory 
and practice of banking, his 
broad grasp of affairs, his ster- 
ling character, his mature judg- 
ment, his quick decision, his 
marked personality, his famili- 
iarity with business interests 
and conditions, not only in this 
eity, but also throughout the 
territory tributary to this cen- 
ter, all contributed to make his 
judgment valuable and his in- 
fluence powerful in this Associ- 
ation. 

He was equal to emergencies 
and always ready for them, his 
conclusions ‘being swift and ac- 
curate in abnormal as well as 
normal times. Easily a leader 
in any field, he was President 
of the largest bank in this Asso- 
ciation. 

In profound sorrow we record 
this tribute to a departed asso-
